Charges based on one of the new 
Indiana laws hav e been filed in the 
circuit court against Marshall Green 
of Washington township , who is ac­ 
cused of p ermitting his liv estock to 
run at large up on a p ublic highway .

The new 
law states that it shall he unlawful

Persons found guilty shall 
up on conv iction he fined in any sum

rem arked 
that tht* automobile, the rural tele­ 
phone, and the radio are eliminating 
the difference between city and rural

be 
measured by it'- population or 
its 
rapiditv of growth. Tin* standards 
of citizenship and of civic -pride are 
even more important in tbi> respect. 


maintain police forces merely to see 
how many arrests can be made. The 
tendency is all in the other 
direc­ 
tion, just as the enforcement of the 
law by the courts has been— to make 
enforcement constructive 
by 
en­ 
deavoring to cure the law 
violator 
instead of punishing him. 
Of course, such a policy by either 
police or courts has its limitations. 
There are crimes against 
society 
that can be dealt with only by m et­ 
ing out severe punishment. But min­ 
or infractions of the law do 
not 
always call for heavy penalties. 
The attitude of police everywhere 
has changed, largely due to the pol­ 
icy of courts in dealing with crim ­ 
inals, and this change has 
come 
about in response to public 
senti­ 
ment. 
Certainly no good 
purpose 
is 
served by making an arrest 
merely 
for the sake of making an 
arrest, 
especially if the person is not a wil­ 
ful violator of the law. 1 he police 
officer is called upon 
to 
use 
his 
judgment more than ever before. He 
learns to be. a close observer and he 
soon discovers the wanton violators 
of the law. It is this class 
which 
needs his attention, and it 
after 
warning they do not discontinue the 
practice of not observing the 
law, 
no m atter how insignificant, it 
be­ 
comes his duty to make an arrest. 
But the arrest of a person 
just 
for the sake of making an arrest is 
no longer tolerated by public senti­ 
ment. The average person is willing 
to abide by the law, and 
where 
a 
minor law is violated 
through 
an 
oversight, carelessness, or thought­ 
lessness, the wise police officer po­ 
litely informs the violators of 
his 
infractions. 


Penalizing Carelessness 


The United States has done little 
regarding personal 
responsibility 
for damages done to others by fires 
caused bv carelessness. In Indiana, 
however, an owner of property 
may 
be held liable for damage done 
by 
fire to another’s property, 
provided 
this damage was occasioned by iail- 
uro to comply with an order of 
the 
state fire marshal. 
Authority of the state fire 
m ar­ 
shal includes making and issuing o r­ 
ders for abatem ent or removal 
of 
lire hazards and includes 
ordering 
of repairs to or complete 
removal 
of buildings found to come within 
the purview of the act, as well 
as 
enforcement of regulations pertain, 
mg to storage, use, 
m anufacture, 
sale, handling and transportation of 
all classes of combustibles and ex- 
I »losives. 
The owner of property, condemned 
as a fire hazard, who persists 
in 
maintaining it in such a 
condition 
despite the order of the state 
fire 
marshal, may be held liable in dam ­ 
ages to others whose property 
is 
reduced in rental value or otherwise 
by reason of condition of condemned 
property or whose insurance 
rates 
upon their own prpertv are increased 
bv reason of such condition.

use of the flag committee ot the N a­ 
tional 
Society, 
Daughters 
of the 
American Revolution, and have been 
received by the Rushville chapter of 
the society for study at meetings: 
The Flag should be displayed only 
from sun-rise to sun-set. 
The Flag should be hoisted brisk­ 
ly and lowered slowly. 
The Flag should be displayed flat 
whether indoors or out when not on 
a staff. 
When displayed horizontally 
or 
vertically against a wall the Union 
or blue field should be in the upper 
left hand corner. 
W hen draping of red, white 
and 
blue is desired u^e bunting. 


W hen rossettes and festoons are 
wanted use bunting— never the Flag. 


The Flag 
should 
1»* 
displayed 
above and behind a speaker on 
a 
platform when hung flat. 


W hen on a staff it should be 
at 
the speakers right. 


The Flag should never be used to 
cover the speakers desk or to drape 
over the front of the platform. 


W hen unveiling a statute or monu­ 
ment the flag should not be used as 
the covering for the statue or monu­ 
ment. 
When tin* Flag is flown a t half- 
staff it should 
be 
hoisted 
to the 
peak for an instant then lowered to 
the half staff position, but before 
lowering the Flag for 
the 
day 
it 
should he raised again to the peak. 
By half-staff is meant hauling down 
the flag to one-half the distance be­ 
tween the top and the bottom of the 
staff.

Xew York and Chicago naturally 


are the cities which have the great, 
est metropolitan areas outside of 
their city limits. Boston is another 
example, and there are many more, 
especially among the cities which lie 
close lo the boundaries 
of 
two 


states. The two greatest cities in 
the country are now 
planning 
to 


mark -out their industrial limits, and 
the municipal experts say that all 
cities above 50,0011 in 
population 


ought to do the same thing, so that 
they may be catalogued as to their 
rpul importance. 


It is to be noted in passing, how- 


ever, thai the real dcsiraWlity vt _a 
community, as a place in which to 
live and raise a family, cannot be 
measim'd by its population or 
its 


rapidity of-, growth. The standards 
of citizenship and of civic -pride are 
even more important in this respect. 


Arrest Causes 


At a recent gathering of 
police 


officials in a large American 
city 


the concensus of opinion, was that it 
is no longer considered good form to 


•maintain police forces merely to 
bow many arrests can be made. Th 
tendency is all in the other direc 
tion, just as the enforcement-of til 
law by the courts has been—to mak 
enforcement constructive 
hy 


deavoring to cure the law violate 
instead of punishing him. 


Of course, such a policy by cithc 


police or courts has"its limitations 
There are crimes against 
societj 


that can be dealt with only by met 
ing out severe punishment. But min 
or infractions of the law do . 
always call for heavy penalties. 


The attitude of police everywhere 


has changed, largely due to the pol- 
icy of courts in-dealing with crim 
inals, and this change has 
com 


about in response to public senti 
ment. 


Certainly no good 
purpose i 


served by making an arrest merelj 
for the sake of making an arrest 
especially if the person is not a wil 
ful violator of the law. The polio 
officer is called upon to use 
hi 


judgment more than ever before. He 
learns to be. a close observer and lie 
soon discovers the wanton violators 
of the law. It is this class 
> which 


needs his attention, and if 
after 


warning they do not discontinue th< 
practice of! not observing the law 
no matter how insignificant, it 
Be- 


comes his duty to make an arrest. 


But the arrest of a person just 


for the sake of making an arrest is 
no longer tolerated by public senti. 
ment. The average person is willing 
to abide by the law, and where 
ninor law is violated through an 
oversight, carelessness, or thought- 
essness, the wise police officer po 
itcly informs the violators of his 
infractions. 


Penalizing Carelessness 


The United States has done little 


regarding! personal 
responsibility 


'or damages done to others by fires 
caused by carelessness. In Indiana 
however, an owner of property may 
be held liable for damage done by 
ire to another's property, provided 
this damage was occasioned by fail- 
ure to comply with an order of the 
state fire marshal. 


Authority of the state fire mar 


shal includes making aud issuing or- 
ders for abatement or removal of 
ire hazards and includes 
ordering 


l)f repairs to or complete removal 
if buildings found to come within 
he purview of the act, as -well 
as 


nforcement of regulations pertain, 
ng to storage, use, 
manufacture, 


sale, handling and transportation of 
all classes of combustibles and es- 
dosivcs. 


The owner of property, condemned 


is a lire hazard, who persists 
in 


iiaintaining it in such a 
condition 


Icspite the order of the state fire 
narshal, may be held liable in dam- 
-ge-; to others whose property

2 How To Use The Flag I 


The following instructions on cor- 


rect-use' of the flag, especially im- 
portant at this 
time due to the 


forthcoming- observance of Memoral 
Day, were prepared by the correct 
use of the flag committee of-the Na- 
tional Society, Daughters 
of the 


American' Revolution, and have been. 
received by the Rushville chapter of 
the society for study at meetings: 


The Flag should be displayed only 


from sun-rise to sun-set. 


• 
The Flag should 'be hoisted brisk- 


ly and. lowered slowly. 


The Flag should be displayed flat 


whether indoors or ouft when not on 
a staff. 


When displayed horizontally 
or 


vertically against a wall the Union 
or blue field should be in the upper 
left hand corner. 


When draping of red, white and 


blue is desired use bunting. 


When rossettes and festoons are 


wanted use bunting—never the Flag. 


The Flag • should be 
displayed 


above and behind a speaker on a 
platform when hung flat. 


When on a staff it should be at 


the speakers right. 


The Flag should never be used to 


cover the speakers desk or to drape 
over the front of the platform. 


When unveiling a statute or monu- 


ment the flag should not be used as 
the covering for the statue or monu- 
ment. 


When the Flag is flown at half- 


staff it should be hoisted 
to the 


peak for an instant then lowered to 
the half staff .position, but before 
lowering the Flag for the day it 
should be raised again to the peak. 
By half-staff is meant hauling down 
the flag to one-half the distance be- 
tween the top and the bottom of the 
staff. 


On Memorial Day, May 30th, dis- 


play the Flag at 
half-staff 
from 


sunrise until noon, and at full-staff 
from noon until sunset. 


Half-staff indicates mourning. 
When the Flag is carried in par- 


ade mourning is indicated 
by at- 


taching two- streamers of 
black 


crape to the spear-head.' 


Crape is used onvthe Flag staff 


only by order of the President. 


When used to cover a casket the 


Flag hould be placed so that the 
Union is at the head or over the left 
shoulder.

The Flag should not be lowered 


into the grave nor allowed to touch 
the ground.

When the Flag is displayed in the 


chancel or on the platform 
of 
a 


church it should be placed on 
the 


clerymen's right as he faces 
the 


congregation. (Other 
flags 
at his 


left.) But when it is displayed in the 
body of the church it should be from 
a staff at the congregations right a£ 
they faee the clergymen. 


Burn a Flag when it is no longer
